The British Vice-Consul at Guadalajara (Mr. P. G. Holms) reports , 
Hydro-Electric that the interests of Sefior Don Manuel Cuesta 
y Plant Gallardo and the Compajiia de T'ranvias, Luz 
y Fuerza de Guadalajara, Sociedad Anonima, 
(Tramways, Light and Power Company of Guadalajara, Limited) 
have now been merged, and that a well-known Berlin firm have 
contracted to advance 7,500,000 dollars (750,000/.) for the con- 
struction of works and the erection of machinery for the production 
of hydro-electric power on the Santiago River. In addition to 
the power scheme, 300,000 hectares (about 750,000 acres) of land 
will be drained and irrigated, and, under the Irrigation Law, the a 
Mexican Government will pay the irrigating company the sum of 
25 dollars for each hectare (1/. per acre) irrigated by them. 


Guadalajara is already supplied with over 10,000 h.p. of elec- 
trical energy by the old company, but the new company is instal- 
ling turbines to give an additional 8,400 h.p., which will be 
largely used by the mines in the Hostotipaquillo district of the 
State. It is possible that electric power may even be transmitted 
from the generating stations to Aguascalientes in the State of that 
name, where there exist important industries requiring power. 


In connection with the foregoing, it may be of interest to note 
that the United States Consul at Guadalajara writes to his Govern- 
ment on the same subject, as follows, apropos of the regulation 
requiring all wires in Guadalajara to be placed underground :— 


“The placing underground of all wires in this city will be 
accomplished by the union of two strong local corporations: La 
Compajiia de Tranvias, Luz y Fuerza de Guadalajara, with La 
Empresa Irrigadora y de Produccién Electrica de Guadalajara. 
The former corporation has now a monopoly of the electric power and 
lighting of this citv, and the latter corporation has valuable con- 
cessions from the State of Jalisco and the Government of Mexico, 
through which it controls rights to irrigate a large tract of land in 
this State and immense water-power in near-by rivers, and also to 
enter Guadalajara with its wires to compete with the former in 
selling light and power in the city. This will prevent a possibly 
dangerous competition and will certainly result in benefit to 
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Guadalajara, although prices will probably be kept up to the present 
standard. .. . 

‘Offers of materials for the conduits and for the trolley under- 
ground addressed to either of the above companies will no doubt 
receive consideration, and may result in business.” (See also 
under “ British Trade Abroad,” p. 467).

Mexico.— With reference to the notice on p. 464, the following 
suggestions as to the best manner of introducing hydraulic 
machinery into the Mexican market have been reported to his 
Government by the United States Consul at Saltillo :— 

The best method of reaching prospective purchasers of steam, 
electric, and hydraulic machinery and apparatus is by the mainten- 
ance of a representative in Mexico who will travel from place to 
place. By careful reading of the press and from other sources of 
information a representative would learn of a sufficient number of 
new enterprises in Mexico to keep him busy looking after them. 
If the home firm should consider the expense of maintaining such 
a representative too great, it might join with one or two other 
firms which have allied lines, so that the expenses of the joint 
representative could be divided. One good contract received will 
pay the expenses of a competent representative for a long time, 
and one installation satisfactorily completed wili be a good adver- 
tisement for another. 
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Very many foreign firms maintain agencies in the City of Mexico, 
and the advertisements of these representatives appear constantly 
in the Mexican newspapers.

Brazil.—The following information is from the report by the 
Secretary to H.M. Legation at Rio de Janeiro (Mr. M. Cheetham) 
on the trade of Brazil in 1908, which will shortly be issued :— 

It is necessary to insist most strongly on the advisability of 
furnishing catalogues in Portuguese. Dimensions must be ex- 
pressed according to the metric system. Prices may be given in 
pounds sterling, but when fractions of 11. are quoted it would be well 
to express them as decimals of 1/. Shillings and pence are not 
readily understood, and this difficulty often causes catalogues to 
be consigned to the waste-paper basket. As an alternative, 
prices might be given in milreis gold (1 milreis gold = 2s. 3d.). 

A good knowledge of Portuguese by the representatives of British 
firms would be invaluable, but where this is not possible a 
competent interpreter should be secured. Such a man would 
not be cheap; he would probably ask at least 1l. per day, 
and travelling and hotel expenses when absent from home. 
In the case of machinery, it is most advisable that the traveller 
should be an engineer, or that he should have a practical know- 
ledge of its working, as it often happens that he is introduced to 
the foreman or manager, and requires to be able to discuss the 
goods in a technical manner with men who know the business. 

In view of the possibility of a Parcels Post Convention with 
Brazil at an early date, it is most advisable for large retail dealers 
in goods which are adapted to transport by parcels post, e.g., stores 
of all kinds, millinery, hats, boots, groceries, foods, &c., to have 
their catalogues translated into Portuguese in the manner above 
described. ‘These lists should be sent to Rio de Janeiro and other 
ports in Brazil where the parcels post may be established, for dis- 
tribution by a capable agent. 

A brisk direct trade is already carried on by such Paris firms as 
the ‘ Louvre,” ‘‘ Printemps,” ‘“‘ Bon Marché,” in articles trans- 
portable by parcels post, the catalogues of these establishments 
being distributed from house to house. The trade has, however, 
hitherto been under the disadvantage of having to pass through 
Lisbon by the Portuguese parcels post, the only agreement of this 
kind hitherto concluded with Brazil: a convention with France 
has now been signed by the Brazilian Government, and a large 
increase of the French trade may be anticipated. Parcels Post 
Conventions are also in view between Brazil and the other prin- 
cipal European countries, as well as the United States, and advan- 
tage will certainly be taken of the new facilities offered.

There was an increase in the imports of sugar into Gambia in 
1908 as compared with 1907 of 309 cwts., representing an increase 
in value of 1831. This was due to a larger importation from France, 
nine-tenths of the total quantity imported coming from that country. 
The amount of British sugar imported was only 250 cwts. in 1908, 
as compared with 659 cwts. in 1907. 


The consumption of flour and bread in Gambia has greatly 
increased during the last few years. The value of the flour im- 
ported during 1908 was 2,90C/., as compared with 2,300/. in 1904, 
and of bread 3,085/. in 1908 as against 964/.in 1904. The quality 
of the flour imported generally is open to question and the bread 
made from it is poor, partly, perhaps, on account of the primitive 
method adopted. ‘There is an opening, says Mr. Peirce, for a small 
well-managed steam bakery, which might be worked in conjunction 
with some other industry requiring steam power. 

There was a decrease of 13,152/. in the value of the cotton 
goods imported in 1908 as compared with 1907, the demand 
being smaller owing to the ground nut crop being less in 
quantity than in the previous year; there was also a heavy stock 
left on hand after the trade of 1907. British cotton goods still 
hold their own in the trade of the Colony, the importation from 
the United Kingdom in 1908 being about five-sixths of the value 
of the total importation. 
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The quantity of rice imported was 3,174 tons less than in 
1907, representing a decrease in value of 34,125]. This fall is 
attributed to the successful harvest of native corn (koos), which 
forms the staple food of the natives. 

The rubber trade of Gambia is rapidly decreasing, the export in 
1908 being 42,837 lbs. less than in 1907, with a reduction in 
value of 4,523/. This decrease is due to the trade finding its 
way from the interior into the Casamance. 





REGISTRATION OF TRADE MARKS IN BOSNIA AND 
HERZEGOVINA. 


With reference to the notice on p. 290 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 5th August respecting the establishment of a Chamber 
of Commerce in Bosnia-Herzegovina, the Acting British Consul 
at Sarajevo reports, regarding one of the functions of the Chamber, 
viz., the registration of trade marks, that the registration will be 
of a general character, and will entail legal protection conformably 
to the Austrian Trade Marks Act (Markenschutzgesetz) of 6th 
January, 1890, and the Trade Marks Supplementary Act of 
30th July, 1895. These two statutes regulate the extent of the 
protection accorded. 

The special regulations governing the registration of trade 
marks in Bosnia itself are fixed by the local Ordinance for the 
Protection of Trade Marks, &c., 20th June, 1880. This Ordinance 
will apply to the new state of things, the Chamber of Commerce 
assuming, in this respect, the functions which have hitherto 
devolved on the Landesregierung. Its main provisions are as 
follows :— 

A person resident, and engaged in business or trade, in Bosnia 
and Herzegovina, who wishes to secure the sole right to use a 
trade mark must deposit four specimens of the mark with the 
Chamber of Commerce at Sarajevo. 

To simplify identification and reference, four stereotyped copies 
of the said trade mark may also be entrusted by the party concerned 
to the care of the Chamber of Commerce. 

Moreover, to each of the four specimens above mentioned must 
be attached a notification of—(w) the current register num- 
ber; (b) the date and hour of delivery ; (c) the name on account of 
which the trade mark is registered; (d) a specification of the 
branch of commerce or industry, locality, and goods to which the 
trade mark relates. 

The said notification must be duly signed and bear the official 
seal. 

The fee for registration is 10 crowns (8 sbillings). 
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———— 


It may be noted, however, that British subjects will enjoy the 
same security and protection in respect of their trade marks in 
Bosnia-Herzegovina by depositing them at Vienna or with the 
International Bureau at Berne of the Union for the Registration of 
Trade Marks, to which Austria-Hungary gave her adhesion on 
Ist January, 1909. 





RAILWAYS IN BRAZIL, 


H.M. Legation in Brazil reports that at the end of the year 
1908 that country possessed 18,628 kiloms. (about 11,570 miles) 
of railway open. Over 8,000 kiloms. (nearly 5,000 miles) of 
this extent of line are the property of the Federal Government, 
4,000 kiloms. have been constructed under the terms of various 
concessions, generally for 60 years, and will eventually revert 
to the Federal Government, while the remaining 6,000 kiloms. 
represent railways owned by the States of the Unioa. Over 
1,000 kiloms. of line were opened to traffic in 1908, a record 
of inauguration in Brazil. Most of the larger systems have been 
formed by the amalgamation of a number of smaller lines, and in- 
clude varieties of ownership and tenure. The large systems tend 
to increase and become important corporations; they are, as a 
rule, centred in one State (the Federal Government having only 
lately introduced a constructive policy of inter-connections), and 
they follow each other along the Atlantic coast from north to south, 
the lines running roughly east and west and converging at a par- 
ticular port. 

Railway administration and construction are in the hands of the 
Federal Ministry of Communications and Public Works. Two 
special departments of this Ministry were until very recently con- 
cerned with railways, one for general control, or “ fiscalization,” each 
line having its inspector or “fiscal,” and the other for surveys and 
construction. The second of these departments was abolished at 
the end of last year for the sake of economy. Railway develop- 
ment is now proceeding on plans carefully thought out at head- 
quarters, and this method offers great advautage over the old system 
of local construction and isolated lines. The general scheme is 
Government ownership, either Federal or State, and control of 
rates, combined with leases to private companies without guarantee 
of interest. 

The Federal policy is thus to own, but not administer; to en- 
courage Brazilian companies both to contract to construct lines on 
behalf of the Union, and to lease them from the Union subse- 
quently. Foreign help is to be limited as much as possible to the 
supply of capital. 
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TARIFF CHANGES 
AND CUSTOMS REGULATIONS. 


UNITED KINGDOM—UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA. 
The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of

this country and the United States, signed on 
the 19th November, 1907*. The Agreement will consequently 
cease to be operative on the 7th February, 1910. 


BRITISH INDIA, 
The Board of Trade have received, through the India Office, a copy 
Revulations of a Resolution (Customs Circular No. 4 of 
sd 1909), dated 4th August last, stating that: for

ieee the Customs Department of articles liable to duty 
Sradiitons” serving as patterns or samples imported by 
Samples commercial travellers from the United King- 
dom into British India, such articles will be 


admitted free of duty, subject to the observance of certain pre- 
scribed regulations. 

These Regulations prescribe, inter alia, that on the production 
by a commercial traveller of a Jist or declaration containing a full 
description of every sample brought by him, officially attested by 
the Customs Authorities in the United Kingdom, examination of 
the samples may be limited to ascertaining that they are fully 
enumerated in the list produced. 

This list is to be utilised in assessing the duty chargeable on 
samples. A deposit of the duty is required before delivery of the 
samples, or alternatively a bond (with sufficient security) for the 
amount thereof may be accepted instead of a cash deposit. 

If the commercial traveller is unprovided with the list referred 
to, he may be required to produce before the Collector of Customs 
a, certificate or letter of identity from his principals, or otherwise 
satisfy the Collector of his eligibility for the concession. If the 
Collector is satisfied on this point, a list will be compiled by the 
commercial traveller giving a full description of every sample 
sufficient for identification and assessment of the duty chargeable 
thereon. 

To obtain a refund of the duty originally deposited, the com- 
‘mercial traveller is required to produce with his samples the list 
thereof, signed by the officers at the port of arrival— provided that 
the time allowed for production (viz., 12 months) has not been

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exceeded, and the Customs Officers are satisfied that the goods as 
produced are identical with those enumerated on the list. 
All samples of no commercial value are entitled to free entry. 
Patterns and samples of dutiable articles may be produced to 
the Customs Officers at any port in British India for examination 
prior to exportation. Non-dutiable samples are not required to be 
produced on shipment. 


NEW SOUTH WALES. 

With reference to the notice which appeared on p. 223 of the 
Bersiaticns ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal,” of 29th July last, 
Eli: the Duce relating to the “ Pure Food Act” which is in 
Food Act force in New South Wales, the Board of Trade 
” have now received a copy of the “ Supplement 
to the Government Gazette of New South Wales” for 15th July, 
1909, containing the Regulations which have been made under 

the above-mentioned Act, and which provide that :— 

Certain forms of guarantee shall be used. 

Every package containing a food or drug mixed with a colouring 
or flavouring substance which is foreign to such food or drug shall 
be labelled in the manner prescribed. 

A statement or label as prescribed must be attached to packages 
containing food mixed with a preservative substance. Not more 
than one kind of preservative may be added to any one kind of 
food, or to any mixture of two or more kinds of food. This regu- 
lation is not to apply to the addition of common salt, sugar, spices, 
wood-smoke, vinegar and acetic acid. 

No kind of food shall contain arsenic in any greater proportion 
than one one-hundred-and-fiftieth part of a grain, calculated as 
arsenious oxide, to the pint or to the pound. 

The statement of true measure or volume required to be attached 
to every package of food shall be expressed in pounds, ounces, &c., 
in the case of every package of solid food which contains less than 
14 lbs. weight, and in quarts or pints, ounces, &c., in the case of 
every package of liquid food which contains a less quantity than 
one gallon. 

Specific regulations are provided for the following articles :— 
Sugar and glucose, honey, fruit and fruit products, jam, jelly and 
jelly crystals, confectionery, dietetic essences, spices and condi- 
ments, tea, coffee, cocoa, meals, vinegar, cream of tartar, baking 
powder, edible oils and fats, castor oil for human consumption, 
sauces, pickles, malt, infants’ food, meat and meat products, minced 
and sausage meat, meat extract, potable water, aerated waters, 
cordials and syrups, artificial cordials and syrups, summer (tem- 
perance or “ soft’) drinks, lime juice and spirits. 

The regulations which are to come into force on Ist January, 
1910 (with the exception of those relating to the forms of guarantee, 
and to spirits, which operate from 15th July, 1909), may be seen 
at the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 73, 
Basinghall Street, London, E.C.

is expected to be good and 70 per cent. middling; in North 
Hungary the crops appear on the whole to be satisfactory. 


ARGENTINE REPUBLIC, 


H.M. Consul at Buenos Aires (Mr. A. C. Ross, ©.B.) reports, 
under date of 29th July, that, owing to the 
Outlook small rainfall in Argentina during the past six 

months, there has been considerable shortage 
of pasture, especially in the southern parts of the province of 
Buenos Aires. This has made it necessary for stock owners to 
send large numbers of animals to the South of Cordoba and the 
Pampa. 

At the instance of the Government, the Railway Companies 
operating in the dried-up districts have reduced their rates on 
stock by one half, and a proposal has been laid before Congress to 
authorise the expenditure of 1,000,000 dollars (paper) to pay 
freight on cattle forage and seed for the stock owners who have 
been affected. 

Further, the shortness of the rainfall left the ground so hard 
that it was not possible to plough it at the usual time. Rain 
has fallen quite recently in most of the country, and ploughing has 
become again possible. The late first ploughing, and the poor 
condition of the animals, however, will make it impossible for the 
same amount of land to be prepared as last year; the difference is 
estimated at between 5 per cent. and 20 per cent. This may not, 
however, lessen the total output, which last year was considerably 
less per acre than the year before. 

It is possible that, ultimately, grain growers may not suffer much, 
but stock owners have already lost many animals and may yet 
lose more.

VENEZUELA. 


H.M. Minister at Caracas reports the approval by the Venezuelan 
acini iti Congress, on 7th July, of a contract between 
Establishment of the Minister of Development and Mr, E. H. 
Chilled Meat Sucre for the establishment in Venezuela of a 
anneny for chilled meat industry for exportation; the 
Secunnihiniiiam concession is for 15 years from 6th September, 
P 1907. Progress is already being made in the 
work of erecting the necessary machinery at Puerto Cabello. 
The duty-free importation is allowed of refrigerating machines and 
stores, materials of iron and wood necessary for the construction 
of the slaughter houses and deposit stores, the two kinds of special 
cloth and oiled paper for wrapping up the meat fo rexportation, 
staves and iron hoops for barrels, anhydrous ammonia and 
denaturalised chloro-calcium—chemical substances necessary for 
producing cold. 

With a view to theimprovement of the breed of cattle in Venezuela, 
special beasts will be brought from England to cross with the 
native animals. 

It is expected that steamers from Liverpool will begin calling 
at Puerto Cabello in November next, to load the prepared 
meat, and from that time will visit the port twice monthly.

BRAZIL, 


H.M. Legation in Brazil has furnished the following information 
Timber regarding the timber resources of that country :— 
samans Of the beautiful woods to be found in Brazil, 
only some of the most valuable are exported, 
because the trees grow singly in the forests, and the commoner 
kinds do not pay for transport. As the supply recedes, the cost of 
transport becomes prohibitive, and a trade could be built up only 
on new methods and by operations on a large scale. Brazilian 
woods are of valuable kinds only, e.g., lignum vite, cedar, vinhatico, 
black walnut, rosewood, &c. ‘Their use would be for furniture, 
wheels, and expensive articles, the value lying in their lasting 
qualities; they are not so much affected by the atmosphere as 
hardwoods from northern climates. This national wealth may 
remain untouched for a long time. There are no roads or railways 
in the forest areas of Bahia, Matto Grosso, and Espirito Santo; the 
rivers are choked with débris and are useless.

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Confidential Information. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade has 
for several years been in the habit of forwarding to Chambers of 
Commerce for the use of their members, but not for publication, 
information (chiefly as to openings abroad for British trade) to 
which it appeared desirable in British commercial interests to 
draw attention confidentially. The plan has met with general 
approval, and, in 1906, in order to attain more fully the purpose of 
the Board, namely, to reach all British manufacturers or traders 
interested, it was decided, on the recommendation of the Commer- 
cial Intelligence Committee, to supplement the above-mentioned 
system by opening at the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, 
Basinghall Street, E.C., a Register of British firms who desire to 
receive such confidential information relative to their respective 
trades as may come into the hands of the Branch. The Register 
was opened in January, 1907, and a considerable number of British 
firms have since applied and had their names inserted therein. 

British firms desiring to have their names entered in this 
Register should fill up and forward to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch a form of application, copies of which may be obtained 
at the offices of the Branch. 

Admission to the Register, as well as the retention upon it of 
any firm, is at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

No charge is made for information supplied, but every firm 
admitted to the Register is required to become a subscriber to the 
‘“ Board cf Trade Journal” (and to register as such with the sale 
agents, Messrs. Wyman & Sons, Limited, Fetter Lane, London, 
E.C.; Messrs. Oliver & Boyd, Tweeddale Court, Edinburgh; or 
Mr. E. Ponsonby, 116, Grafton Street, Dublin), in order to ensure 
that those who wish to receive confidential information should 
first be in possession of all the official information relating to their 
particular trade which is published in that Journal. The annual 
subscription to the Journal, including postage, is 15s. 2d. 

The present scheme is provisional and experimental, and its 
continuance and future development will depend on the results of 
experience. 

Note.—Apart from the special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Branch is always ready to answer enquiries on specific 
subjects as far as possible, in the interest of British trade. 





Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of 
the Board of Trade (73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.) is 
intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 
commercial interest shall be collected and classified in a form 
convenient for reference, and at which, so far as the interests of 
British trade permit, replies shall be given to enquiries by traders 
on commercial matters.
